ſee in him, ſuch an Antipathy againſt Ar- 
bitrary and Deſpotick Power, that it is as 


an Article of Faith with him, That!

we have ſeen, that an exceſſive Rigour, 
uſed without Cauſe, has been very unſuc- 
ceſsful to ſome. Princes; for, by its alie- 
nating the Hearts of the People, they 
have grown weary under their Govern- 
ment, ang (at once wiſely.) by a gene- 
ral Confent, - reſolved to chuſe — 


Maſters. Nay, it has had ſuch an evil 


Tendency ( ifit may be ſocall'd ) that they 
have been apt to aſſert, Nat an a Right of 
Chuſing themſelves à Sovereign, but, like» 
wiſe, 4 Right to Diveft him of that Power, 
in caſe be makes an ill Uſe of it. ; 
But as the Validity of this Controverſy 
is none of our Province to decide, we ſhall 
wave it, and only ſay, That when Prin- 
ces expoſe themſelves to this; uſe their 
Subjects äs if they were brute Beaſts z and 
without ſcruple, violate the moſt inviola- 
ble and ſacred Rights, they run a very 
nice Hazard of lofing All ,; which can

Right to expect, that their Sovereigns 
mould ſubmit to the Laws, which mutu-

Bur, leſt the Reader ſhould obſerve by 
this Digreſſion, that we run from our Sub- 
ject, we will go on with the Character of 
the Nagarene Prince: And as we on- 
Iy defign to give a ſhort Account of his 
moſt important Actions, we will flip o-

As to his Humour it is generally grave, 
and attracting, (as his Aſpe& ) bur free, 
and eaſy of Acceſs ; which finiſhes the 
Number of thoſe Talents peculiar to a 
Monarch, 1 ; 
© Theſe Qualifications of themſelves are 
ſufficient to render him Compleat, but

there are yet {till greater to cdmè. Ile is 
admir'd by all the World, for his Firm- 
neſs of Courage, which cannot be ſuffi- 
ciently efteem?d ;* the Greatneſs of his 
Heart, and the Dependance he has upon 
the Aſſiſtance of the Emperor his Maſter, 
whoſe Faith he defends, buoys him up, 
and protects him againſt all the Rage of 
the beathen World. His Maſter had a trea- 
cherous Miniſter, that bore an eminent 
Poſt under him; his Vice-Roy has had 
many of the ſame Spirit, whoſe fatal En- 
terprizes might even make em Wiſh, That 
4 Milſtone were ty d about their Necks, 
and that they were thrown into the Sea. 
So that it may be ſaid of him, as of the 
Palm-Tree, the more it is-burthen'd, the 
more it raiſes its Head, and flouriſhes. 

As to martial Aﬀairs, he has approv.d 
himſelf an experienc'd General, when in 
the Field; not following on the one hand, 
the Example of thoſe who ſleep at their 
Eaſe on Beds of Down, whilſt their bra-

No doubt, but- the preſent Prince of 
| the Nazarenes had an Eye upon = 
Picture, when the E of C 
was ſtir'd up dy the Mufti, to perſecure 
the peaceable Nagarenes in his Territo- 
ries; and induc'd him to fend his vete- 
ran Troops into the E—-—'s Capital 
City, to make the Mufti's Dragoon keep 
to the ſolemn Treaties he had agreed to, 
ii relation to the {piritual Affairs of his 
Subjects.

Sword of the Executioner.
